Popularity of the New Czar— The 
Royal Marriage to Come Off 
|ij November ;io. 


Sr. Pktkrsuoro, Nov. 1G.— Tho Grand 
Duke Vladimir, representing tbo Czar, a 
largo stall' of high officers, Connt Monte- 
bello, tho French ambassador and his staff, 
tho Governor of St. Petersburg and many 
othor conspicuous officials, welcomed the 
Frenoh delegation whioh arrived ut the 
station this afternoon. The Grand Duko 
assured Goneral Bois d'Eflrey that tho Czjr 
had been touched deeply by tho warmth 
and spontanoity of Franco's sympathy. 

Tho King and Crown Prince of Denmark 
arrived this morning and were received by 
Kmporor Nioholas, the Frinoo of VValoB and 
Duke of York. Their arrival was witnessed 
by a large crowd, Fully two thousand 
troopa are in the city and otherB aro arriv- 
ing_hourly. 

xno hiinporcr constantly wears tho uni- 
form of the ProobragonBki regiment, in 
which thocorpso of his lato father is dresaed. 
Thouaanda of poraona continuo to file by the 
oaakot of tho dond Czir. Italy will be re- 
proaentod at the Czir's funeral by tho Prince 
of Naples and Germany by Prince Henry of 
PruBsia. 

Tho Prince of WaleB has attendod every 
roligioua coromony in tho cathedral sinoo 
tho body of the Cz ir was brought thoro. 
The Emperor Nicholas ia very popular. Ho 
drives through tha streets unattended every 
evening and is cheered on all Bides. Tho 
majority of the imporial family and imme- 
diate relatives favor having the marriage of 
tho Czir Bolemniz?d with all possiblo die- 
patoh.

Washington, Nov. 16.— It is ascertained 
at tho Troaaury department that tho Hum- 
burg-Americau Packet Co. and tho North 
Gorman Lloyd StoamBhip Co. have issued 
regulations specifying six classes of persons 
who cannot bo landod in the United Stutoa, 
and to whom tho agents of the companies 
are forbidden to sell tickets.

This 
victory increases ita strength In the Now 
foundland Houbo of Aeeembly to 14, whilo 
that of tho Whitowayites is 22. Sevoral of 
tho newly olocted Whitowayites havo boen 
petitioned against. Tho political situation 
here is seriouB. Tho Whitowayite journals 
attempt to minimize tho finanoial difficul- 
ties, and demand that tho government re- 
sign immediately, but it is not expected 
that thoy will do so for several months, as 
they have some vory delicate finanoial ques- 
tions in proceas of settlement, notably secur- 
ing a moana to pay publio debts, whioh are 
due at tho ond of December.

The Japanese Twice Repulsed— They 
Defeat the ToDg- Haks 
in Korea. 



Still Far From Port Arthur, Whose 
Defences Have Been Mater- 
ially Strengthened. 



London, Nov. 16 —Tho Morning Fost has 
this dispatch from Shanghai : " Tho vioeroy 
of tho province of Seohuen has boen arrosted, 
charged with murdering a Tartar general 
in oommand of the provincial troops. Hib 
object was to hide bis peculations. Generals 
Yoh and Nieh havo been stripped of their 
titles, rank and docorations in coneequence 
of their discreditable failure in tho battle of 
Ping Yang," 

The Tlmoa publishes a diBpatoh from 
Tientsin to-morrow Baying that Gen. Nieh 
reports that ho was attacked at Talionwan 
on November 11 by the Japanese troopa, 
and succeeded in repulsing them. Tho Chi- 
nese general adds that tho Japanese mude 
a second attack upon tho position he occu- 
pied on November 12. The Japanese were 
again ropulsod and the Chinese pursued 
them toward Funghwang, whioh place Gen. 
Nieh oxpected to roach aoon after Bonding 
hie report. 

A dispatch rocoived here says sixteen 
thousand ChineBo are defending Port Ar- 
thur. 

A Tokio dispatoh aays advices from Fu- 
san, dated to-day, state that a battle has 
been fought between Japanese troops and 
rebellious ToDg HakB, in which the former 
wore victorious. Tho Tong Haks lost 186 
killed. A largo number wore wounded. 
Tho Japanese Iobs waa three wounded. 

Another dispatoh sayB ib ia oxpoctod 
the attack upon Port Arthur will begin 
to-day. 

Tientsin, Nov. 16 — The whereabouts of 
the Chinese army whioh waa defeated at 
Kiulienohing ia unknown here, Col. von 
Hunnekin haa been given the supreme com- 
mand of the ChineBe navy. 

Chinese reports from Port Arthur say thab 
the Japanese have not yet captured Tali sn 
wan. From tho same sourco ib is stated 
that the Japan ceo are far from Port Arthur, 
whoBe dofences have been greatly strength- 
ened, and it is likely that tho place will 
offer a determined resistance. 

Shanghai, Nov. 16,— Tho Chineao fleet 
put to sea on Monday. Tho Japanese war- 
ship Yoahiono sighted it off Weihaiwei on 
Sunday.

John Wilson and Charles Webster were 
working on a cross-cut which was being put 
through for an airway. The shot) fired by 
th.im blew through to the celling where 
Q-iail and hia partner, C. Huneen, were 
working. Quail received the full force of 
the blast about the head and shoulders. 
With his skull fractured, his neck and both 
arms broken and other severe injuries, death 
was not Immediate, and despite his ghastly 
wounds Quail lived until his companions 
started to carry hiro to the plt-hoad, where 
death gave him weloome relief from hia 
agony. Quail had beon several years in the 
employ of the oompany. Ho waa a youog 
man, and it ia supposed has relatives in 
Eastern Canada. The coroner's inquest 
now in progress, promises to develop some 
interesting points. The shot lighter will be 
asked to explain why the men were not 
warned. 

The roof of the Home building on Vic 
tori* Crescent took fire in two places at 
noon to-day. The fire department arrived 
v/ith wonderful promptness and checked the 
flames in a fow minutes. William Langton, 
of the Magnet Btore, presented the boys 
with a check for $25, and Mr. Brooks $5, in 
token of appreciation of their promptness 
which provontod severe loss.

kish rivor. Tho A. I! C. Co. have had the 
sole right to fiah in this river for the past 
three years, and in consequenco no outside 
partioB, not even tho Indiana, have beon 
permitted to catch any fish for salo during 
the canning season, oxoopt occasionally and 
by courtesy of tho A B. C. Co. 

A coopor's shop has lately sprung into ex- 
istence, which addB anothor factor to the 
industries of the Bay.

" THE MISTAKE OF BRADSTBEET'S." 

To the Eoitor An artiolo appeared in 
yesterday's edition of the Times headed 
" The MiBtake of Bradstreet's." The writer 
was, to say tho least of it, presumptuous 
when he assumed that the Bradstroec oom- 
pany mado a mistake, and his statement as 
well as tho resolution passed by tho council 
of tho board of trade ia calculated to create 
a falso impression in tho minds of tdo pub- 
lic. Tho half doy.?.u members of tho counoil 
who woro present at tho meeting no doubt 
thought thoy wore doing thoir duty. Thoir 
exc-sdivc zeal, however, appours to havo 
warped their judgment, and becauao a 
banker in Montreal thought fit to ourtail 
someone's lino of disoount tho council jump 
at a conclusion that something droadful has 
happened, and in a resolution they request 
" that the Uradstreet oompany tako Imme- 
diate steps to altor thoir reports." 

Had they Invited tho loat.1 representative 
of tho Bradstroot Company to bo prosout 
during thoir deliberations thoy oould havo 
obtainod somo information which would 
doubtloBs havo assisted thorn. Tho Brad- 
streot Company in Now York (where thoir 
books aro printed) could not bo oxpootod to 
know that the Kisttrn uewspapor reports of 
tho "groat destruction to life and property" 
woro gross oxaggerutions, and, being unablo 
to oommualoate with their Victoria ollices,, 
owing to tho telograph linos boing down 
when tho timo arrived to print their book in 
Juno, thoy undoubtedly studied tho best in- 
terests of their subscribers when they con. 
cludod not to print tho names of morchanta 
in this province unless they could hear from 
thoir oflico here. 

In tho latter part of July (about throo 
woeka aftor the abovo uamod book waa 
issued), a " aupplomont " containing Brit- 
ish Columbia, and rovised to July 1, was 
also forwarded to all thoir subscribers. 
Such being tho caso, and a later edition of 
thoir book having also been issuud on 
October 1, it appears rather loto in the day 
for tho Counoil of tho Board of Trade (who 
aro not supposed to hold poat-mortem exam- 
inations) to request tho Bradetroot com- 
pany to " tako immediate stops to alter 
thoir reports." * " ' 

" UNREASONABLE CASTIGATIONS. 

To the Editor :— I notice through your 
report of the recant school board meeting a 
trustee complaining of unreasonable casttga 
tions, and desiring publicity of suoh action 
in tho Proas aa a warning to teaohers to re 
frain from auch baae and ruthless measures, 
Wo aro all undoubtedly opposed to unreas- 
onable caseations, as practised by old-time 
pedagogues who were inclined to adhere too 
literally to tho injunction "Spare the rod 
and Bpoil the child." It is, however, absurd 
except for anyone who may gather hia fow 
grievances from some dissatisfied and grumb- 
ling paront to lay tho above charge against 
any of our oity teachers (even granting that 
somo may bo rather passionate or irritable), 
with improvod methods of work — though by 
no means improved material to work on — 
and a school Byatem so entire- 
ly governod by the people as contrasted 
with thoso institutions of Dickens' day. 

We aro all aware that it is the hardest 
thing for a teacher to please three or four 
score of persona whose children are governed 
in a olass-room, without, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, giving offence to one or another 
parent whoso darling child (a voritable angel 
at home) is now doing its utmost to provoke 
annoyance in some form or other, knowing 
full well— according to home instructions — 
that tho teaohor after all is a mere servant, 
with no more power in school than any total 
stranger about town. These are happily ex- 
ceptional cases and confined to the very few. 

Why, sir, ono would Imagine that the 
teacher had no right whatever to remon 
Btrate with any ohild, but must simply 
teaoh ; though how ho is to teach 
without the rightful authority our 
grieved trustee could not explain, 
nor would he undertake the offer 
of conducting a clues for a week 
without exemplifying tho use of the birch. 
Bacauso our predecessors were orude in their 
ideaB about echool management and indulg- 
ed too liberally in brutal measures is no 
criterion that an occasional punishment 
meted out opportunely is unjustifiable and 
barbarous. 

Who oannot sympathise with the teacher 
straining might and main, with a not too 
liberal pittance as compared with other pro- 
fessions, to be at times confronted with Buoh 
juvenile threats as " I'm not coming to 
sohool to morrow," or " I'll go to another 
echool," and the like twaddle, yet not 
admit that the teacher's powers are limited 
to the last degree *

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

Decide That the Chaves Auiiiust 
Carelaker Sutherlaiid Are 
Not Proved. 



Address of Welcome Will Be Present- 
ed General Booth Wheu He 
Visits Victoria. 



The Old Ilea's Home inquiry was tho 
principal matter discussed at the city coun- 
cil meeting yoaterdi.y artsrnoon, the result 
being that tho discontented old men will bo 
warned that they must in future obey the 
rules more strictly, and that a little light 
employment will bo given to thoBo inmates 
ablo to work. 

William Beaumont reminded tho council 
of hia applicition for appointment as caro- 
taker of iho agricultural grounds. 

His Worship thought/ the matter should 
be left to the agricultural association. 

This brought up the subject of appointing 
representatives of the oity an the board of 
the association. 

<\T.1>. KkithAV'iijsou had understood thit 
When the city came to the assistance of the 
association, it was to havo the privilege of 
naming some of the directors. Ic was ulso, 
he believed, tho wiah of tho association that 
tho city should name ten of the dirootors. 
He therefore moved that tho city appoint 
ten membeis on the board of the associa- 
tion. 

Thit) v^as carried, ar.d the following gen- 
tlemen were named : R. T. Williams, 
Charles Rodforn. Gustav Loiser, Geo. R 
15rown, R J. Seabrook, John Taylor, H. 
Baitook) Munroo Miller, F. C. Dividgeand 
F. F. Raitt, The application of Mr. Boau- 
monb was referred to tho directors. 

The city oleik was instructed to writo to 
the asBooUtiou in regard to tho terms of 
lease of the grounds. 

L. Crease, on behalf of T. C So^'ny, 
architeot, asked for immediate payment of 
$350, as first prize for hia cau, ewftV p \ aDBt 
they having been accepted by the counoil. 
Filed. 

Adjutant AroLitnid, t>£ the Salvation 
Army, wrota abking thai an address of wel- 
come bo given to General Booth when ho 
visitB the city in December ; this had been 
done in other cities. ' 

Ald. Ledinooam moved that an address 
of welcome bo ttmdered General Booth. 

Ar.D KEITlt WlLSON moved in addition 
that the Muyor and council in u body pre- 
sent thoaddrosa. Carried. 

H. A. Sutherland, caretaker of the Old 
Men'a Home, wrote further in his defence in 
regard to tho charges against him, enclosing 
letters from Mr. Sylvester corroborating his 
statement in rogard to the chicken "swap," 
and a letter from Mr. W. J. Pendray stal- 
ing that grease from the home had bteu ex- 
changed for soap. Out of tho 21 witnesses 
examined 17 were in favor of tho writer. If 
MoPhadden and Copeland were not at the 
home perfect harmony would prevail there, 

Mr. Sutherland was present, and boing 
allowed to speak said that McPhadden's 
statement that Mr. Campbell had spoken 
about Sutherland wearing a suit belonging 
to the home was false. Mr. Sutherland had 
gone to Mr. Cumpbell and both ho and his 
clerks denied saying a woid to MoPhadden 
about tho matter. 

Ald. Munn corroborated this. Tho lot- 
ter was received and filed. 

Ald. Dwver moved that MoPhadden and 
Copeland be dismissed from tho homo, as 
they had proved themselves a nuisance there. 
If they were taken back at any time it 
should bo on certain conditions, and another 
offence should mean their final expulsion. 

Ald. Ledincham Baid there was another 
way of looking at this. Theso men had senn 
things taken away, and not knowing that 
there was any return for them thought there 
was something wrong. Perhaps soma pun- 
ishmont might be given them, but ho did 
not like to see them turned out. 

Ald Styles agreed that a reprimand was 
sufficient and opposed any motion to turn 
the old men out. One thing they stated had 
been partially substantiated, namely, in 
regard to Mr. Sutherland wearing clothes 
belonging to tho homo on one occasion. 

Ald. Baker contended that the care- 
taker had shaken his list in some of tho 
men's face, and the condition of Dooley's 
face when ho was taken to tho police court 
showed that the caretaker had uatually 
atruok him. There was fault on both aides, 
and the council would make a great mistake 
in turning th. so old men out. Ho did not 
blame the old men for tolling that there 
were things taken from the homo. 

Ald. Dwver did not think Aid. Hiker 
would like to bo called a thief, and lie did 
not wonder at tho caretaker using a lictlo 
forco in handling Dooley whan he was 
drunk. Anyone would. 

His Worship thought they never would 

havo any peace ar, tho Homo as long us 
Copeland and MoPhadden wero there. 

Ald. STYLES -I don't want to aeo an old 
pioueur of the country chuckod out in tho 
ditch likn a dog 

Ald VlGELIDS would not favor turning 
out tho old men at this time of tho yoar, 
but they should be reprimanded in sonio 
way. The caretaker had boon too lenitnt, 
and if he had boon a lictlo more atrict this 
troublo would not havo happenod. 

Ald KEITH Wilson could not agreo that 
nono of tho cli.wguH wero proved. The 
charges were porhapa frivolous, but this old 
men a home system wub frivolous too. It 
should be oiled a poor house and run 
stricly on poor houso rulta. Tho groat 
fault was that theso men had no employ, 
ment. There worn not n.oro than two or 
throe men in tho home who could not do 
some littlo work. If these men watched tho 
carotukor it was shown that tho caretaker 
had mon on watch too, If there was any 
censuring to bu done tho caretaker should 
be censured for listening to talo bcuring, 
Ho believed that tho old men Bhould be told 
that tho bulk of tho charges had not boen 
proved and they must behave better or they 
would be turned out. Tho caretaker should 
alao bo officially informed that ho muat uao 
moro firmness and not allow watchers to 
bear taleB to him in tho future. Moro dis- 
cipline waB needed. 

Ald Munn agroed with a good deal that 
Aid. Keith- Wilson had said. Moro dia- 
oiplino was needed. This year ic soomcd 
that inmatos had broken through tho 
rules, and that seemed to bo hooau3a too 
many people had a word to say in tho 
managomtnt of the home. Full charge 
should bo In one or two hands ins'ond of it 
boingaBhillv iballyiog etato of affairs is at 
prosen'. Tho ourotaker had not been 
proporly BUBtaincd. Porhapa Aid. Uwyor'a 
motion was too sovoro. The men might bo 
suspended or something dono to Bbow that 
tho council would not allow thorn to aot as 
they ht-vo. 

"How would you proposo to doal with 
thorn T" asked Aid. Lydingham. 

" Tako away tho privilegoa of the home 
from them,' 1 answered Aid. Munn. *' These 
old mon havo to be ruled with firmness and 
kindnesajust like ohlldren." In this par- 
ticular case he bolicived in suspending thorn 



for a fixed period or denido to turn thorn out 
if rhry itis< beyed again. 

Ald Ceding ham moved in amendment to 
AU1 Dwyer'a moi ion that ihero bo no expul- 
sion, but that tho rules be carried outstrio 
ly in future. 

Ald Harris pointed out that the matter 
should be leltiu the handa of the committee 
aa provided by tho xulca. 

"Itwuathn committee who asked the 
counoil to take up the question," explained 
Aid. Vigelius. 

Ald. Harris aaid thoy should remember 
they were dealing with old men in their 
dotage. But the inmates must understand 
that tho ruloii will bo strictly carried out, 
He noticed that tho groat bulk of the men 
who did work had no complaints. The 
medical health officer should examine all tho 
inmates aud let all who could do a little 
work every day. 

Ald. Harris moved that MoPhadden and 
Copeland be informed that their chargea 
against tho caretaker wero not 
pi-mil, and any infraction of tho 
rules in future would bo followed 
by suspension from the homo ; that the care- 
taker" be notified that striot discipline must 
bo carrie* ou t i n future in ae.iordanau with 
tbo rulas'md for M?« interpretation of tho 
rules ho should consult the committee ; that 
the health officer visit tho hoiliJ every week 
and decide what inmates aro fit f<W work 
and that tho caretaker parcel out tho !"Prk 
each day and keep a record of the aatne. 

Aid. Dwyer and Lsdingham having with-' 
drawn thoir former motiona, Aid. Harris' 
motion was cirriod unanimously. 

Ald. Ledingham then brought up hiB 
proposed amendments to the Municipalities 
Ac. It was quite evident that the citicaof 
tho province required an act applicable oily 
to the o'ties, and that no amendment be 
made to tho same unlcsB uotico q[ such pro- 
posed amendment bo given *„o jhe rocpeotive 
councils cunoerncd. Un'?er tho preBont 
mode of extending powers to municipalities, 
it was nccessa-.y " that each oity have a 
epfcial act of \ tB 0WG> bu t if a freer hand 
could be given to tho council on 
the ' jne hand, and better safeguards 
' or the protootion of the ratepayers 
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against 1 an ill-advisod onuucil on tho other, 
there was nothing to prevent the govern 
ment at the present beBsion from granting 
such legislation. Kvery council during hia 
recollection had boen hampered beoauee rea- 
sonable powers which wore extended wore 
abused because of improper safeguards, 
leaving tho electors almost entirely at the 
mercy of tho council. It was the duty of 
the oouncil while aakinc for a cities, act or 
the amending cf tho old one, to obtain as 
free a hand as pusuible, but at tho same 
time get it in such a way that no council 
would bo able to use any >uch freedom 
against tho wishes or best interests of all 
concerned. 

As it was now nearly five o'clock, and 
Aid. Ledingham Baid hia proposed amend- 
ments would tako an hour to explain, it was 
decided to call another meeting, probably 
on Tuesday, to take them up. 

The council then adjourned.

SECTIONALISM. 

It is somewhat surprising that the Loador 
of tho Opposition should attempt to arouao 
sectional feeling in tho Legislative Assembly 
and in the Province. He must know that 
the prevalence of such a feeling would be 
most injurious to tho interests of British Co- 
lumbia. If the representatives of the people 
in tho Legislature wero actuated by sec- 
tional feeling, legislation for the general 
welfare would be almost, if not altogether, 
impossible ; and if the electors wero inspired 
by the narrow spirit of sectionalism there 
would be nothing but strifo and discord from 
one end of tho province to the other. 
Men would bo sent to the Legis- 
lature, not becauee they were able 
and honest men, desirous of promoting 
the prosperity of tho people, but because 
they were loud assortora of the claims and 
the interests of somo particular section of 
i ho Province. Such men would be sure to 
l>o low in intellectual power, limited in in- 
telligence and practising a political morality 
more than questionable in its nature. 

Instead of tryiDg to keep the sectional 
apirit alive and active Mr. Semlin and every 
other member of the House should ignore 
its exiatenco. Discussions as to whore sec- 
tional feoling was first appealed to and who 
were tho chief inciters to sectionalism can do 
no possible good, and may be productive of 
much harm. Tho leas, therefore, that is said 
about it in the House and elsewhere the bet- 
ter. The interests of one part of the Ptov- 
ince are the interests of all its parts. If one 
section of tho Province prospers, all the 
other soctions must, to a greater or 
loss extent, benefit by its prosperity. 
Tho province is one and indivisible and caoh 
member Bhould know and feel that he is a 
representative of the whole province and 
t hat it is his duty to see that every part of 
it gets justice done to it by the Legislature. 

Tho man who openly or covertly appeals 
to sootional feeling and who by word or act 
attempts to set one Boction against the other 
is an enemy to tho wholo province and he 
is dangorouB in proportion to tho influence 
ho poBSOEseB and the ability ho exercises. 
Tho truo friend cf Kritiah Columbia will ueo 
overy opportunity that presents itsolf to 
promote union among its inhabitants and to 
cultivato good fooling and good neighbor- 
hood between ita different sections. 



THE TA ISLES TURNED. 

There is anothor criaia in the affaire of 
Newfoundland. Tho Goodridgo party finds 
itsolf where it was after tho gonoral election 
—in a minority. Tho loader has been play- 
ing for high Btakoa. Ho engaged in what 
ho know was an uncertain gamo, and has 
lost. What will ho do now ! Will ho at- 
tempt to hold on to office, or will he take 
tho advice of tho London Times and roaign 
at onoo ? Ho took oflice on the chauco of 
tho bye-oloctlon turning out in hia favor. 
It appeared for a timo as if hia schomo 
would bo successful. Tho byo-olootionB wont 
at first in favor of tho Government, but the 
tide turned and tho Whitoway party havo 
triumphod. 

It would havo beon soon from the first 
that tho course which Mr. Goodridge took 
was most uncertain, and besides, though he 
might have beon in a logal senso right in un- 
dertaking to manage tho alfaira of the ool- 
ony, ho muat havo known that it waB con- 
trary to tho spirit of any constitution of 
British origin to attempt to carry on tho 
Government without boing supported by a 
majority of tho people's representatives. 
Hio Government may bo aaid to be oool- 
dental. It waa not in any proper 
sense constitutional, uud now that 
maltora in Newfoundland aro in thoir 
normal oonditlon tho party which has tho 
support of tho majority of tho roprosonta- 
tivcsof tho people lawfully olectod will no 



doubt claim ita right to have the direction of 
the public affairs of tho colony, and it can 
scarcely be doubted that tho Govornor 
will bow to tho inevitable and do what ho 
can to place the Government on a constitu- 
tional footing. Tho Whitoway men, when 
they aro once more in power, may call In 
question the legality of tho aats of tho Gov- 
ernor in permitting a rovonuo to bo collect- 
ed and expended without tho authority of a 
Revenue Aot ; but it may bo considered 
bettor policy to lot bygones be bygones and 
to go on with tho Government us if nothing 
unusual had occurred. Thero can bo no 
doubt but that the Whitoway party consider 
themselves ill-used by tho Govornor, Sir 
Teronco O'Urien, and some among them, 
whon tho roino of powor aro again in thoir 
hands, may deaire that the Governor may in 
aomo way bo made to fool tho etl'eotB of their 
displeaaure, although thoy may know that a 
vindictive poliay is eoldom satisfactory or 
even politic. It ia pretty cortaiu that thoro 
will bo lively timoa in Newfoundland, in a 
political sense, whon tho Whitoway party ia 
again in powor. 

FREE TRADE REJECTED. 

It is quito clear that tho overwhelming 
defeat of tho DemooratB, among other things, 
means that tho pooplo nf tho United States 
aro not prepared to accopt freo trade. The 
oanvaaa had beon from tho beginning a free 
trade canvaeB. At tho Convontion which 
nominated Mr. Cleveland, Protection was 
donounoed ua robbery and, cvor sinco, tho 
leading Democratic journals and tho prin- 
cipal Democratic orators havo lauded froo 
trade and donounoed protection. Argu- 
ments in favor of freo trade and oondomnu 
tory of protection havo been for tho last two 
years and moro the staple of the lead- 
ing articles of Democratic papers 
in all parts of tho Union. Tho 
speeohes that wero mudo in Congress In 
favor of the Wilson bill woro freo trade 
speeches, and that bill itself when it left 
tho Houso of Ropre8ontatives wont as far 
in the direction of froo trado as waa regard- 
ed expedient in view of tho immenao inter- 
ests which protection had built up in tho 
United States. It would not do, it was 
argued, to destroy those interests at a ainglo 
blow by drastic froo trade legislation, bub 
time must be given thorn to prepare for un- 
restricted competition with the whole world. 
The Wilson bill waa regarded as only the 
first step, and a short step, in the direction 
of free trade or a tariff-for rovenue-alono 
policy. 

The opposition which waa made to the 
Wilson bill by Democrats, first in tho Houso 
of Representatives and afterwards in tho 
Senate, ought to have opened the oyis of 
Democratic freo traders to the fact that the 
people of the United States were not pre- 
pared to accept a freo trade policy. So strong 
was tho opposition to freo trade that tho 
House of Representatives found it adviaable 
not to attempt to restore thoir mangled and 
mutilated bill, after it came back to it from 
tho Senate, to its original condition. The 
ultimatum of the Senate was: "There is 
our bill, take it or leave it, you will get no 
other." The Houso of Representatives find- 
ing the Senate so strongly supported in the 
country were compelled, much against ita 
will, to accept tho bill as it was when it came 
to it from tho Senate. 

The eleotion of Tuesday the Gth must 
have made it clear to tho free trado party 
that thoy were not in touch with tho people 
of tho United Statos. It ia said that tho 
hard timea had muoh to do with the rejec- 
tion of the Democrats, and that disgust at 
the doings of the Tammany chiefs alienated 
many Democrats from thoir party, but, 
allowing for tho influence of both theso 
causes inimical to the Democratic success, it 
muat be clear that thero was anothor and a 
more general and more powerful cause at 
work to damage thoDomoorats in every sec- 
tion of the Union. This was without doubt 
the dislike of the people to free trade. Such 
dialike ia felt by a vory large proportion of 
the population from Maine to California, from 
Chicago to New Orloana. Aftor the Demo- 
crats had been yearB educating the people, 
as they said, up to froo trado, the rout of 
Tuesday must bo taken as indicating tho 
BueceBS of their toaohing. 

We aro satisfied that something liko tho 
United StatoB disaBtor will be the result in 
Canada when the free tradorB of tho Dom- 
inion mako thoir policy tho issue at tho 
polls. 

THE PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 

The Hon. Mr. Foster was, whon in Lon- 
don, interviewed by a representative of tho 
Canadian Gazette. Ho apoko pleuanntly 
and hopefully on many Canadian subjects, 
and ho had also something to say about tho 
Intercolonial Conference. The following ia 
tho paragraph of tho intorviow in which tho 
matter of a preforontiul tariff is spokon of : 

As a member of tho Ottawa conference, 
Mr. Foster naturally had something to say 
regarding that hiBtorio gathering, espe- 
cially In its boaring upon tho propoaal for 
a preferential tariff throughout tho Empire 
in favor of British subjects and against tho 
foroigncr. " Yea," aaid tho Miniater, " tho 
conforenco made its position vory clear on 
that point, and outlined tho dosiro of tho 
colonies — Canada, Australasia and South 
Africa — to encouaago trado among thorn- 
aelvea and with the Molhor Country rathor 
than with outBidors. Nob that thoro is any 
desire to disparage other countries or 
shut ourselves out from trado with 
them. The Canadian tariff changes 
of the past session inelioato that ; 
but thoy also indicate tho strong desire to 
strongthon the commercial tio between us 
and other British communities, so far as our 
revenue necessities and local conditions will 
permit. So fur aa any preferential arrange- 
ment ia oonoorned, nothing of a violent or 
revolutionary naturo was oontomplatod by 
the Conforenco, nor did wo sook to lay down 
any hard and-faat lino ub to tho degreo of 
preference to bo Bhown to each othor 
by mombore of tho British Kmpiro. Wo 
aimply laid down a principle which cannot, 
I think, bo successfully critioiBod— that, 
other things boing equal, thn tradu betwoen 
Groat Britain and hor Colonies ought to bo 
on a more favored basis than the trado bo- 
tween us and foreign countries. 



NOT DISINTERESTED. 

Tho Commercial Company is naturally 
very oonsorvntivo on the sealing question. 
Its object lias for somo time boon to 
try to convince tho peoplo and tho Govern- 
ment of tlio United Statos that tho fur seals 
aro in dangor of boing exterminated by 
British Boalors. Thoir object has all along 
been to got Bi> tiring Sea us a com- 
fortable little seal preBerve for them- 
selves. If thoy had powor to rogulato tho 
sealskin market thoy would soon be able to 
got any price they liked for their sealskins. 
They would then bo ablo to make their 
dividends as lar^o as they pleased. The 
British soalcra interfered with this nice 
Iittlo Bchcmo, and thoy are therefore repre- 
Hontod as ruthless eUyers of the ecal. Hero 
ia ono of tho paragraphs which they have 
managed to get into oiroulution. Wo clip it 
from the Halifax Chronicle : 

Additional evidence aa to tho inadequacy 
of the Bohring Sea regulations to protect tho 
soals ia forthcoming. Mr. J. Stanloy Brown, 
the representative of tho North American 
Commercial Company, on tho Prlbyloff 
Islands, i9 quoted in an iuterviow as saying 
that the experiences of tho last seaBon havo 
fully demonstrated tho inadequacy of the 
present precautions to prevent tho total 
destruction of tho soal herds in tho Behring 
Soa. While tho Commercial Company, he 
eaid, has beon restricted to taking only male 
skiuB, tho pelagic hunteia outside the pro- 
hibited zono havo been wholly unlimited in 
their operations,, with the result thut of a 
vory lurgo catch fully 90 per cent, wero 
females that hud loft helploao pups on tho 
islands.

ALASKA BOUNDARY SURVEY. 

Mr. St. Cyr's Party Return From Their Sea- 
son's Work Near the Sixty- 
Fifth Parallel. 

By the steamer Boacowitz, the laat party 
of tho Canadian cngineere engaged on the 
Alaska boundary survey returned to Vic- 
toria yesterday morning. The party con- 
BiBtod of Mr. Arthur St. Cyr, C. Ii, his 
aBsiatant, Mr. 0. Wilkio, and fivo other8. 
They have beon engaged for seven months 
in Burvoying along the 56th parallel, from the 
head of Portland canal to the head of Behm 
oanal, connecting the triangulation of last 
year's work. Tho party wont up 
the lljar and Salmon river, running 
into Portland canal, and tho Chicamiu 
and Leduc river, flowing into Behm canal. 
These rivets tako their riso in a big field of 
ice about midway botwoen tho two canalB, 
and Mr. St. Cyr believeo that tho Iskoot, 
which flows into the Stikeen, has its riso 
from the same aourco. The country is ter- 
ribly brokon and rugged, snow lying deep 
on the ground even in June and tho rivora 
aro swift and deop. Some spruce timber 
waa met with of about two feet diameter, 
and the party cams across a number of 
awamp hay meadowB. Boar and mountain 
goat was tho chief game to be seen. The 
mountains aro not very high, ranging from 
4 500 to 0,500 feet, but owing to the depth 
of aoow they wore often found very difhoult 
to climb. Indeed, ono named Mount Wil- 
kio, (i..'l()0 feet high, took from three o'clock 
in tho morning to Bix o'clock in tho evening 
Lo ascend, the Bnow being up to the 
men's waiata. The party had aeveral 
Poterboro iiuoea, and Mr. St. Cyr 
found them vory uaoful, thty being 
light, sorvicoublo and alilo to carry a good 
load. From tho head of Portland caual the 
party took aix days to make the trip to Port

CAPIAS DISSOLVED. 

Mr. Msynard Cowan Released From CitBlody 
by Order of Mr. .fustic* Crease. 

Mr. Maynard H. Cowan, who waa arroBtod 
on Wodnoaday night on a capias iaauod at 
tho inatance of David Spencor, was dis- 
charged yoaterday on an application made 
by Mr. liodwell and Mr. Goo. E. Powell be- 
fore Mr. Justice Croaso. The order for the 
oapiaa had hoen aigned' by Mr. Justice 
Grease on an affidavit of Mr. Spencor that 
ho believed Mr. Cowan waa about to leave 
for California, and had, deponent bolioved, 
sold all hia houaohold efFeots, Mr. Cowan'B 
uflidavit yesterday was in ifftet that ho saw 
his family of! by tho Umatilla on Wednes- 
day night and then wont home, 
whore ho was in bed when Deputy 
Sheriff Siddall oamo to arrest him at 10:30 
that night. Ho aworo that he had no iuton- 
tion of leaving the province Tho furnituro 
aold had helongoii to Ilia wifn. to whom he 
had given it when ho wao in affluent circum- 
stances, and her reason for disposing of 
it waa tho.t they wero giving up housekoop- 
ing in order to economize. 

Mr. Bodwoll, in roply to Hia Lordship, 
aaid that aovoral friends of Mr. Cowan's hod 
t dared to pay Mr. Sponoor'a account on 
Tnuraday night, hut ho did not intend to bo 
forced by tho moana taken. 

Tho dofondont waB ordered discharged by 
Mr. Justice Croaso, who expressed hia 
sympathy with him undor tho circumstances. 

This ia not tho only unfortunate circum- 
stance in connection with the afTair. Whilo 
Mr. Cowan was aboard tho Umatilla bidding 
farewoll to hia family ho was informod that 
someone wantod to see him ou the wharf, 
and when ho wont aahoro a man domanded 
from him $00, whioh ho aaid Mr. Cowan 
owodhim. Mr. Cowan rtfuaod, whoreupon 
ho was assaulted and violently thrown down 
on the wharf. Mr. Cowan Bays ho appealed 
,to constable Smith, who waa standing by, 
for assistance, but tho oflicor morely lookod 
on at tho row with a laugh and did nothing. 
Mr. Cowon'a brother tried to help him, but 
waB hold back by anothor man. A complaint 
againat tho conBtable will bo laid beforo the 
Police Commiasioncra by Mr. Cowan in conao- 
quonoo, and tho assault will bo investigated 
in tho polico oourt.

Fbiday, Nov. 16, 1S94. 

The Spoaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Mb MUTTER, with reference to his re- 
marks ou tlie previous day respecting tho 
poor-law syatetn, explained chat tho idea he 
theu intended to convoy was that he consid- 
ered it undesirable to mako any change in 
the plan of performing tho work ou tho gov- 
ernment roads which might render it neces- 
sary to introduce a poor law for the protec- 
tion of labor H'jthjn the several munfri- 

ADDRESS IN REPLY. j 

Mr. Kidd roaumed the ad j mrned debate 
on the address in reply to tho Lieutenant- 
Governor's Speech, He opened with tho 
statement that he dissents from a great deal 
of tho matter contained in the proposed ad- 
dress. Ho entered upon an exhaustive re- 
view of the finances of the proviuco, from 
the timo of confederation up to tho present, 
and deplorod that it had been found neons- 
sary to borrow to such an extent. He 
strongly advocated tho construction of good 
roadB so that the farmers might get their 
produce to market at roasonablo cost. 

Hon. Mr Pooley, af;or complimenting 
tho hon. gentluman who had just Bpoken on 
the offr ctivo spoeoh which he had dolivered 
from hia standpoint, offered congratulation 
to tho mover of the address upon tho busi- 
ness-like way in which he had performed 
that duty — a relief in oontrast to the mean 
inglosa verbiage to whioh tho house has had 
to listen sometimes in the past He con- 
gratulated the member for West Lib 
looet also upon tho terse, common sense

the critioisms of the financial off j^^f tno 
province, atoning the large y portion of 
the Utttal oSyendlture whioh r .45, feeon devot- 
ed to publio Works, and tb J csm .p lrft tivoly 
tmall charge for tho salar> J8 ^ the oivi i Ecr . 
vioo and the coBt of tb' 4 administration of 
justice, in this coniuc ^ n declaring himself. 
However, in favor of_ paying such remunera- 
tion to governmf'yjtr em ploye8 as will secure 

tho proper class. r>\ men. He showed that 

tho deoreaee \n tho revenue has been mainly 

caused by 'Iiecrsase in land sales, and that 

this decr'jaso is the natural effect of tho 

dellbcrp.tely adopted change in the land law. 

Ho pointed out the necessity for borrowing 

money to provide roads for settlers, so that 

they might have easy acceae to the marketo 

for their produce sud thus be in a position 

to contribute in taxation the money that will 

enable the borrowingo to be repaid. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mb Kitchen expressed regret that he 
could not look at tho situation of tho affairs 
of tho province with a sanguine eyo. He 
oomplained that aftor tho floodB along the 
Fraser tho crops amounted to only "a lot 
of green stuff," and also that the distribu- 
tion of Bued grain had praotioally baen en- 
trusted to a political candidate, Mr. Caw- 
ley, whom he described as lacking in back- 
bone, while as to himself in answer to an in- 
quiry be said, "My baokbone is firm 
enough." He considered that tho djkco 
along the Frasor would have to bo raised as 
fast as tho river silts up. He complained 
that the advertising rtquired by law in con- 
nection wi' h the revision of the voters' lists 
and othorwiso had boon done in tho news- 
papers friend'y to the government ; and on 
behalf of the Independent party of the 
legislature of 1890 ho denied that they had 
come to the house bearing the placard "To 
let—unfurnished," as insinuated by the 
member for South Ninaimo. 

Hon Col Bakkk joined in tho chorus of 
praise of the mover and eeoonder ot tho ad 
dreBO and tho leader of the opposition, con 
gratulating tho houso on having the advan 
tago of tho ability, enterprise and eloquence 
of Mr. Rithet, and wishing Mr. Semlin 
long life and a green old age in his present 
position. He congratulated the opposition 
also on tho acquisition of some of their new 
members, recalling that from tho very 
youngest of them (Mr. Prentice) tho houBO 
has already had a loason in arithmotic ; and 
that he haa promised another interesting if 
not accurato address upon the same subject. 
In ohquent terms he dealt with 
the financial situation, showing th 
necessity of pursuing a liberal und 
progressive policy, not daunted by the tem- 
porary depression which had come upon this 
db on other communities. He took up the 
suggestions of amendments to tho mining 
la'.v, showing tho advantages of the points 
of the aot as at present which havo been at- 
tickod, and tho uudcairubility of changing 
ia tho direction suggested, He recognized 
tiat the mining law affords some very dilli 
edit problems, as bodies of expert men in 
different parts of tho mining country after 
doliboration sometimes make recommenda- 
tions diametrically opposed to each oilier. 
Ho dented that, as insinuated by Mr. Kitch- 
en, he had shown any fworitlem In select- 
ing distributors of soeds after the floodB, 
and Mr. Cawloy having been mentioned ho 
Btated that that gentleman being reove of 
ChilUwaok was chosen because of tho olG 
ciul position ho hold, ub tho distribution w*b 
mado through tho reeve3 whorover possible; 
and Mr. Cawley being a very ablo man it 
was not to he supposed that he should bo 
passed ovor simply becaueo Mr. Kitchen 
opposed him in tho thon ponding elections. 
Ho showed that tho " green stuff" of whioh 
Mr, Kitchen had contemptuously spoken as 
tho product of the seed grain supplied by 
the govornmsnt, U like'y to bo tho moans of 
saving tho farmers' stock of cattle from suf- 
fering or starvation during the winter 
months ; and as to tho other results from the 
distribution of seed, ho had eeen at tho Chi 
livvack fair some magnificent vegetables 
grown aftor tho flood from seed supplied by 
tho govorument. (Applause.) 

Mr. McPnERSON argued that labor rather 
than capitul is required to develop tho coun 
try, and that tho landB lying near ut hand 
should be developed first, leaving those in 
tho far away districts to bo attended to 
later on. 

Mr. Booth complimontod the city of 
Victoria on having returned as ono of itB 
representatives tho hon. gentleman who had 
movod tho address, and who had shown hin 
aolf to bo endowed with an uncommon 
amount of good annuo. Ho felt suro that 
any govorument which Mr. Rithot supports 
will not go very far out of tho right way. 
When the aubject of taxation camo up, ho 
hoped the government would consider tho 
matter of exempting from tho revonuo tax 
men ovor tho ago of seventy years, as ho 
knew of cases of hardship arising out of tho 
collection of tho tax from men so old as 
eighty yeara. Ho complimonted his old 
friend Mr. Somlin upon having been pro- 
moted to tho seat ho now occupies as loader 
of tho opposition, and felt euro that that 
gentleman would bellovo him when ho said 
ho hopod he would long oontlnue to occupy 
that seat. (Laughtor and applauso. ) Ho 
wished, howovor, to critloiso, as ho proceed- 
ed to do, tho romarks mado by Mr. Semlin 
on tho nuhjeob of tho guarantee to tho Nak- 
usp k Slooan railway, and Bhowod 

that enterprise ocoupied a very dlf- 
any. 



proposed Nicola & Spence's bridge 
railway with whioh Mr. Semlin had con ■ 
pared it in askiog why the government had 
assisted one to a greater extent than pro- 
mised to tho other. Ia connection with tho 
liability assumed by tho government with 
respect to railways, whioh help to crca'.c 
municipalities that tuko up tho levinue that 
otherwise would go to the proviuco and 
assist in paying off tho liability, he thought 
this aspect of tho matt-r nbonld rpccivc at- 
tention with a view to a hotter adjustment 
of the arrangement. Ho regretted that tho 
old disputo about tho representation had 
bson revived by some members on tho other 
sido, und deprecated the idea of representa- 
tion atriatly according to population. He 
showed the great rotative importance of tho 
interents of the great but sparsely settled 
producing diatriota comporod with thoee of 
tho "* l <'"-pt'P ulat ed cities, and advised the 
considt,.^ t ' oa on tno P art of tllB producing 
constituencies " l ,ho advisability <if combin- 
ing for tho udvauc^" 1160 ' of tue 'l' particular i 
interests. Ho had listened with pleasure to 
the address of one of tho representatives of 
these constituencies, Mr. Kidd", a stranger 
to him, but from whom ho expected a good 
deal, as his observations were well wortu 
attention. When, however, that gentle 
man has given a little more attention to tho 
subject ho thought he would be found 
ready to ohango bouio of the opinions ho had 
expressed. (Applause.) 

Mr. Williams haviDg endorsed an-j 6U p. 
plomentod tho compliments paid f ^ ^ mov -

Ho refused this because ho 
ment attained its 
ppeals to section- 
which claim ho read 
from tho speeches dolivered in Victoria by 
tho members of tho govornmout and others 
during the rtcontcampaign. The passages on 
whioh no relied, aB shown from extracts which 
he read, were thoeo in whioh Mr. Rithet 
is reported as Baying that if electod he would 
ondeavor to have Victoria got all to whiah 
sho is entitled ; Hon. Mr. Higgins' appeal to 
Victorians to "strike for their homoB"; 
Capt. Irving's atatement that if elected in 
Caasiar he would not forget tho interests of 
Victoria ; and tho declaration of Hon. 
Messrs. Turnor and Pooley that tho seo- 
tional feeling which had been aroused by the 
opposition on tho mainland made it apparent 
that Victoria would not get fair play if tho 
opposition party secured power; and when 
ho read tho passages they were cor- 
dially endorsed bysovoral of tho gentlemen 
named, Hon. Mr. Turner for his part re- 
marking, " Every word of it truo." Mr. 
Williams proceeded to deal with tho subject 
of the redistribution bill and tho new parlia- 
ment buildings. Hu talked about tho 
Nakuop & Slocan railway commission, and 
said that when tho Attorney-General would 
"falsify" the finding of that commission to 
uphold the policy of the government that 
policy must be a very bad ono. He thought 
tho floods came very opportunely for tho 
government, becauso in the constituencies 
whore tho elections wore deferred some of 
the people naturally came to the conclusion 
that they had better return members on tho 
side of the government which had been sup- 
ported on the 7th of July. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Yet you went about 
telling them that tho government was de- 
feated ! 

Mr. Williams continuing said it bad 
always seemed to him strange that the 
election in Cariboo was not put off the same 
as others. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— I don't think you ever 
inquired. 

Mr. Williams contended that he never 
had an opportunity of inquiring. He hold 
that it was a strong condemnation of the 
present government that in the rural dia 
trlctB nearly all the organized municipalities 
roturned members opposed to the govern- 
ment, and while of the ministers the Chief 
Commisaionerof Lands and WorkB ia the only 
ono from a rural constituency he owed his 
olection to tho C. P. R. (Laughtor ) He 
condemned the government because they 
have, how he did not know, secured tho sup- 
port of nearly all tho papers of the interior. 
(Ronowed laughter.) He condemned tho 
government also beciuao thero ia nothing in 
the Speech about a dry dock for Vancouver, 
in whioh proposition tho Premier had ex- 
pressed a friendly interest during tho cam- 
paign ; and ho also deplored the failure to 
mention the normal sohool and university 
desired by Vancouver. From a scrap book 
ho read a paragraph said to bo from tho 
World in which tho Premier is reported tn 
have incideutly mentioned tho issue of 3J 
per cont. bonds of tho Nakusp & Slocun rail- 
way, and Mr. Williams demanded why, in 
the faco of that, tho province has been "sad- 
dled with -1 per cent, interest," Ho did not 

know that ho had more to s*y 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Oh, go on ; you aro 
becoming very interesting. (Liughtcr.) 

Mr Williams promised that ho would do 
his best to moke it interesting for tho gov- 
ernment during the ae3Biou. (Renewed 
laughter.) He insisted upon the necessity 
for econt my, but uleo that roud3 f.liould bo 
opened up in evory direction For tho benefit 
of tho settlors. One of the objections ho had 
to the present government was that in all 
theao years they had not opened up the 
desired road to Lillooot. With roforence to 
tho contention of tho President of tho Coun- 
cil thot to retain good men in tho govorn- 
mont sorvice fair aalarios must bo paid, ho 
objootod to any increase in courao of timo to 
tho salaries paid to men whon first em- 
ployrd in tho sorvice. He further con- 
demned tho government because in their 
estimates they had not oorrootly statod the 
falling off that would occur in tho returns 
from land sales. In conclusion ho said ho 
hud not boon olootod from Vancouver to ad- 
vocato sectionalism, and hoped never to hear 
tho term mentioned again ; and for hia own 
part ho would bo moat happy to support any 
meosuro tending to tho general happinos-s 
and prosperity of tho provinca. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr Martin, alluding to the ro- 
marks of tho last Bpoaker on the subject of 
tho influonco whioh secured tho roturn of 
tho preeout government, said it was alto- 
gether falso to say that any ficctional cry 
was raised on their behalf. Tho only at- 
tempt to introduoo sectionalism in his part 
of tho country of whioh ho knew wa'i when 
a number of gentlemen from Vanoouver 
headed by Msj r General Twlgge camo to 
K imloops for what they cvlled a "constitu 
tional convention." Ho thought that tho cool 
reception they had theu met wilh would pre- 
vent thoir trying anything of tho kind thore 
again. As to what had been said of tho C. 
P. R. ho wob very glad indeed that ho hud 
got tho support of those people as well as of 
the rest of his oonBtituor.ts, und ho would 
like to ask Mr. Williams whoro would ho ho 
now if It woro not for the C. P. R. J Would 
ho bo in Vanoouvor praotising hia profeEsion 
thero if It woro not on account of that rail- 
way 2 lb is vory poor po'.ioy indeed to bo 
forovor railing ab the C. P. R. becauso it 
happens to bo a big corporation. 

Mr. Williams asked to be allowod to ox- 
pluin that he did nob intend to say ono 
word agalnab tho C. P. R., that had sup- 
ported him in the late olootlou. Whab ho 
intonded was to convoy tho idea that the 
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Warn Old and Young of Approaching 
Danger.

CLEVELAND'S MESSAGE. 

It Will Be Devoted to the Discussion of the 
Financial System Looking tolta Eovlslon. 

Washington, Nov. 16.— Tho leading feat- 
ure of President Cleveland's forthcoming 
mossage to oongresa will be devoted to the 
iSnanoial system of tho country, and ho will 
reaemmend a radical revision of tho entiro 
system. The present system is regarded as 
a miserable makeshift of shreds and patches 
and doeB not represent the beBt idenB of lead- 
ing statesmen and financiers of the country, 
Tho President believes one ot tho worsb 
efh-ols of the present system to bo tho dual 
obaraoter ot tho treasury, whloh is at ouco 
tho national treasury and a great banking 
institution. He believes the government 
ought to get out of the baukfiig business 
altogether, and leave that foT private 
citizens to engage in. While there is not- 
much prospect of any hnanoial legislation, 
at the coming session of congrosB, loaders in 
tho Damocratic party believe tho President 
will make a good political move if ho brings 
tho monoy question to the front and en- 
deavors to unite his party upon somo sound 
and practicable plan. 

Mouth Andovkh, Miibs., Nov. l(j — Con- 
grcasman Wilson, of West Virginia, and 
Congressmen O'Neill and Stevens of this 
Stato met yesterday at tho home of the last 
named and hold a conference, tho Eubjoot of 
which was national legislation when con- 
grosanext assembles. It was agreed among 
them that the tarilf should not be touched 
in any way, shape or manner during tho ses- 
sion that openB in December, and no " pop- 
gun " bills should he spruug to any end.

Death Prom Exposure in an Opeu 
Roat— The For', Simpson 
Accident. 



The atcamer Barbara Boscowitz, which 
arrived from tho North yeaterday, brioga 
word from Eaainglon cf tho apprehension of 
ono member of the gang of thiovea that have 
been operating in tho North on a wholaoale 
plan during the past few months. Hia name 
is J. Brady, a rooidont of the AuxUll, where 
Couatablo Kirby, armed with a search war- 
rant issued on the information (if tho man- 
ager of the Britiah American cannery, re- 
covered a conaiderablo quantity of tho stolen 
property. Included in tho articlea of booty 
locatod wore twosaoksof flour belonging to 
tho Balmoral Canning Company (known by 
thoir peculiar brand), ono tin of paint oil, 
ten pairs of blanUet8, ono boat Bail, 
one lantorn (atolon from tho BritiBh 
American cannery); and one boat (tho pro- 
pony of the Royal Canadian Canning Com- 
pany). The otolon properly was all identi- 
fied without dilliculty, and is now in Juatico 
Morrison's Btore at Essington. Brady waa 
jailed thero on tho 27th ultimo, but during 
tho night Buccecded in removing tho hingea 
from tho doora of tho "j ill" and getting 
clear away. Too only stores in tho district 
which have escaped the attentions ef tho 
thieves thufl far aro those of tho Inverness 
and Windsor cauneriea. 

William Smith wua beforo Juatioo M. K 
Monieon, of Eisington, on the 27th of Oc- 
tober, suepeoted ol stealing $250 out of the 
safe in the atoro of tho Standard Canning 
Co. Tho only evidence againat him waa 
that he waB around the cinnery on thia par- 
ticuiaroccaBion.and that a pieco of paperwith 
"S'20" marked on it— corresponding tosimllar 
wrappers rolled around tho ailver in tho 
aafe— waB found in the boat he had bBen 
using to go and come from the Danube when 
that steamor wi\b lying at the Standard can- 
nery on her laat trip. Mr. Lord and others 
alao used tho boat tho aamo night. The 
book-keeper, Mr. Davidson, stated positive- 
ly that tho safe was locked, and that no one 
could open it, unloaa posaeBsed of tho com- 
bination. This man Smith knew nothing of 
the combination, and waa too drunk at the 
timo to uao tho figures had ho been possessed 
of the intormatiou. Justice Morrison did 
not consider the evideuco sufficient to jus- 
tify him in Bending the caeo for trial ; it 
was accordingly remanded until tho next 
arrival of the Danube, aa the cannery man- 
ager, Mr. Lord, thinks parties on the steam- 
er may bo able to throw some light on the 
affair. 

A man by tho name of Jack Wella, a 
Nova Scotian, who had been fishing for tho 
Windsor Canning Company, waa buried at 
Easington on the 27th of October. Ho and 
a companion had gone up tho Auxtall for a 
load of wood. On their way back they ran 
aground on a Band bank in tho middle of tho 
river and bad to remain thero all night. It 
waa very cold and Wells becamo chilled and 
helpless, expiring before hia companion 
could get him to Easington. Wella had 
been drinking very heavily, and his strength 
was greatly reduced in consequence ; very 
little ia known about him on the Skeona, 
Hia companion alao aufTared keenly from ex 
posure, but will not bo permanently disabled 
thereby. 

Tho Boacowilz brought to Victoria tho 
body of little Jesaie May Williaoroft, tho 
four-year-old daughtor of Mr. and Mra, W. 
Williaoroft, who met her death by tho 
accidental discharge tf a gun at Fort Simp- 
son under oiroumatanceB related in yeBter- 
day's Colonist. The Coroner baa decided 
that no inquest ia nocesaary, and the inter- 
ment will bo at Ross Bay cemetery, tho 
funeral taking place at 2:15 this afternoon 
from 3S Kaon streot, the residence of Mr, 
William McNeil.

U. S. ELECTION CONTESTS. 

Large Number or Heats In the ilouso of 
Kcpreaentatlvea to Be Disputed. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — Tho membera of 
the committee on elections of the Houao of 
Representatives in tho C4th congress will 
find thoir positions no einocuro, notwith- 
standing tho immenae majority aeourod by 
tho Republicans upon tho facoof tho roturns 
of tho elections of last wook. Thero will bo 
an unuBually largo number of contests for 
aeota mado before tho committee, greater 
than when tho elections g&vo a much nar- 
rower margin to tho auccoeaful party, It 
is aaid at Ropublican headquartera 
that tho bi'zo of the Republican 
majority will h*vo no weight in 
determining the consideration or isBuo of tho 
contests ; that in all cases where fraud ia 
clearly proved, of puiliciont extent, to have 
reversed tho will of the voters, or they have 
been prevented by undue means from ox- 
pressing thoir will, tho seat will be given to 
tho man legally and morally cntitltd to it. 
Contests on moro technicalities, it was fur- 
ther stated, would not bo encouraged in any 
way. Tho Republican congressioral cum- 
pr.ign committee havo been advised of tho 
intontion of tho dofeated candidates to Inati- 
tho contests in twenty-six districts, tho con- 
testeo in every case but ono being a Demo- 
crat. 



KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

Mr. Powderley is Again a Candidate for the 
llranil Muster Workmanship. 

New Orleans, Nov. 16.— The firat buai-

Mr. Powderloy declinea to be 
interviewed, and will not deny or affirm 
that he ia after the office. Ho cannot enter 
the ussembly sosBion without ho is in poBBea- 
aion of hia travelling card aa ho is a past 
momber. So far ho hue not exhibited that 
card.

Bradatrcet'a to-morrow will say : Porhapa 
tho moat conBpicuuua favorable featuro'of tho 
general trade situation ia found in numerous 
reports from merchants and manufacturora 
throughout tho aountry of a dis- 
position to regard tho business Put- 
look mote ercmragirgly and with 
incroased confidence. General trado ro- 
porta throughout Canada do not indicato o 
iparked improvement in any line, oxoept 
that prices for stapleo tend to advanco in 
Quebec, though largely on account of the 
higher railroad ratoa duo to tho apptuaoblpg 
oloeo of navigation. Thore aro thirty. bhree 
busineBB failures roported from Canada this 
week, against forty laat Week, thirty-Uvo in 
tho week a year ago, and forty-one two 
years ago. 

R G. Dun & Cu.'fi 'weekly review of trade 
to-morrow will r/i'y : In nearly all brauchoa 
of buainoM gradual improvement appears, 
and ttre hopeful feeling observed last week 
OOntWueB, Tho failures in the first week of 
November were largor than of lato, tho lia- 
hiliticB amounting to $2,844,445, of, whioh 
$7 12 420 woro of manufacturers and 
S2,0l3,977 of trading coucorna.
